‘Around this average, however, tho relative 
rates-of produce ‘vibrate in a remarkable 
manner, '' While Great Britain ‘produces 
11,350.tons._per annum from every aquare 
‘mile of her-coal measures, Russia displays |, 


| about-2 per-cont. of that activity, and only 


raises 125 tons: per square mile of her own. 
Tho English coal-felds are taken at 11,900, 
square miles, the Russian at’ 11,000. The 
English output is 126,070,000 tona, tho 
Russian 1,392,000. - England, however, by 
no means heads the list, She 1s consider: 
ably in advance of France, which raises 
9,480 tons per square mile from her 1,800 
miles of casl-field, “But she is beaten by, 
Belgium. ' That industrious little State has 
‘an output of 16,800 tons from each of the 
900 square miles of her coal measures. |- 
Still more extraordinary, if the published 
figures in ‘this instance are trustworthy, ia 
tha activity of tho German colliors. The 
area of the ‘German coal-fields is given as 
1,800 square miles,: or one-nixth of that of 
the English district, The output is given 
at 46,658,000 tons, or more than a third. of 
that of England. The resulting rate of 
Hrodetion tl Gotmany is 26,920 tona per 
aquare mile per annum, or two and a 

aarter times the English ratio, If the
